This
demand, though wholly 1egal, coming from
tho President's wife, emburrussed theBecrotary,
who called upon the Secretary of State for ad-
vice, where he learned that Mr. Seward had
also dined the 'rince, having the enme numbaer
of guests, and giving them a duplicate of the
dinner at the White House.

Ellans Howe, Jr,

Elias Howe, Jr., whose deatlh occurred on
Tharsday, was nniversally known asthe luven-
tor of the sewing machine, or nt least of the
principle that first gave praciiceal niility Lo that
now indispensable plece of mechanlsm. :

Mr. Howe was born in Spencer, Mass,, 1o 18180,
He lived st bome untll 183, working with his
father, who was bolh a farmer and miller, in
the day time, and attending the districl schioo!
inthe evening. He subsequently learned the
trade of & machinisy, and made several experl-
ments in endeavoring to complete a Bewing
machine, He finished a model and obtalnsd a
patent on September 10, 1846, A palent was
also taken ont in England, from which, how-
ever, he reallzed nothing.

After constructing four machines he visited
England, remalning there four years, and re-
turning almost destiinte to Amerles, From
this time nntil 1854 he was mvolved o expen-
slve law sulls, when Lhe principal infringers of
his patents sckpowledged his rights, and nr-
ranged Lo manufsclore maclhiloes, aoder
licenses from him, Upto 18554 less than AK00
good sewing machines had been manufactured;
now the number exceeds 100,000 annually,

Mr, Howe, like all inventors, bad & severe
glruggie with the world—but In the success of
his muchine soon acguired not only repuilation
but wealth—and at the thme of his death was
possessed of & large fortune. He had aroyally
upon every machine manufsotured In the
country, from which he derived an lmmense
income,

The decoased was prominent daring the war,
and enlisted a8 & private in Connectiout—by
hig example stimulating recraiting, He had
been sick for a long time previous to his death,
and st one time was hardly expected to re-
cover, With skilful medioal attondanos,
however, heé beoame almost convalagoent—bui
anothier attack of his disense caused his death,
